basin Studies have shown the salt 
content of Lompoc water rising in 
some 
areas, 
with

undetermined impact on agriculture 
and health Salts in this meaning 
indicates a whole realm of dissolved 
chemicals, 
including 
chlorine, 
sulfates, 
Sodium, 
Magnesium. 
Boron, 
and 
others. 
Studies 
documenting 
the 
elevation 
of 
dissolved minerals in the Lompoc 
Valley and their impact will not be 
released by the U. S. Geological 
survey for perhaps another vear. 
The

control decision was a compromise. 
Lom poc, 
through 
C ity 
Administrative 
Officer 
Gene 
Wahlers, requested that the salt 
deadline be pushed back to June 1. 
1977 The State panel decided to give 
Lompoc only another six months. 
But the state body also gave the 
city until July 1974 to enact a 
mineral source control ordinance, a 
law which would prohibit large 
discharges of salt into valley soil 
and. therefore into the water basin 
Wahlers will produce a draft 
ordinance at the council’s May 7 
meeting. The proposed law, he said, 
would not include a provision for 
removing home self-regenerating 
water softeners which, according to 
a consultants’ study, dumps 44,300 
pounds of all types of salt into the 
water basin monthly. 
The draft ordinance will focus on 
the city ’s commercial and industrial 
salt dischargers of over 1,000 pounds 
monthly, Wahlers said. 
“ Based on earlier surveys,’’ he 
said, 
“ the 
industrial 
and 
commercial discharges in the city 
account for 75-80 per cent. It seems 
to me that before we should even 
consider a step which would involve 
home units that we first try to solve 
the problem as easily as possible.’’ 
The administrator suggested this 
time table: 
his source control 
ordinance will be presented to the 
City Council at their May 7 meeting 
and. if its first reading is passed at 
that time, could legally be adopted 
May 21 and become effective June 
31, ahead of the July deadline. 
Industrial salt dumpers would 
have until February 1, 1975 to 
develop procedures to discharge 
their salt wastes out of town. At this 
date, a study and evaluation period

Sawhill suggests 
taxing profits

Taxing

of the nation’s energy problem, new 
energy chief John C. Sawhill said 
today. 
The head of the Federal Energy 
Office testified before the Senate 
Commerce Committee on a bill to 
control oil and gas prices and 
establish a federal corporation in 
competition with energy firms. 
The bill’s sponsor. Sen. Adlai E. 
Stevenson, D-Ill , said the law is 
needed 
because 
“ only 
one 
industrialized country in the world 
leaves itself to the mercies ol a few 
big international oil companies and 
that is the United States.’’ 
Sawhill testified, “ where price 
elicits new supply, it serves a useful 
economic 
function 
and 
benefits 
consumers with increased supply, 
which ultimately results in lower 
prices ...thus 
where 
income 
redistribution from producer to 
consumer is still desired, we favor 
the use of taxation lather than 
regulation, as do most economists.” 


New York explosion 


injures 82 persons

An 
explosion 
and 
fire, 
apparently 
caused by a gas leak, ripped through 
a commercial building today and 
severely 
damaged 
an 
adjacent 
apartment building one block from 
the United Nations. 
The blast shortly before 7 a.m. 
EDT, about an hour before the 
morning 
rush 
hour, 
severely 
damaged the two buildings and blew 
out windows in the east midtown 
area between Second and First 
avenues. 
A check showed 82 persons were 
hospitalized, at least eight in serious 
or critical condition. Twenty-three 
others were treated at the scene. 
Most of the injured came from the 
Envoy 
Towers, 
a 
residential 
building adjoining the commercial 
structure where the blast occurred. 
Forty-fifth and 46th Streets, just 
east of Second Avenue, were strewn 
with glass and debris. Most of the 
injured suffered cuts from flying 
glass and the toll would have been 
much higher had it occurred during 
the rush hour.

SLA threat received 
by Sacramento paper

penciled note and tape recorded 
message received today by the

Bee 
claimed

officers “ for every SLA member 
murdered.” 
“ Sacramento Bee: 
This com­ 
munique has been addressed to you 
as you represent the capital of the 
State 
of 
California. 
You 
are 
responsible 
for 
informing 
the 
appropriate authorities,” the taped 
message said. 
“ The purpose of this order is to 
prevent the setup and assassination 
of the members of the SLA by the 
fascist state agents. Suppression of 
this document can only result in the 
endangering of your civil servants,” 
it said. 
The messages, dated April 17, 
were 
received 
in 
a 
package 
postmarked Berkeley, April 19. 
The Bee said there was some 
doubt that the messages came from 
the SLA. “ Neither note nor tape 
contained the lengthy, ideological 
statements found in some SLA 
communications,” the Bee said. 
The messages were signed by a 
“ General Pax,” a name found in 
recent SLA public statements. They 
were turned over to the FBI this 
morning. 
An FBI spokesman said they 
would have to be analyzed before 
agents would make any comment. 
The note, on lined yellow paper 


with the SLA sevenheaded Cobra 
symbol, said: 
“ The Symbionese 
Liberation Army will not allow itself 
to be slaughtered by the fascist 
forces who suppress us now. We 
therefore issue this warning: five 
California law enforcement officers 
will be executed for every SLA 
member murdered.”

Nixon has made no 
decision yet on the content or form 
of his reply to a House Judiciary 
Committee subpoena for 42 taped 
Watergate conversations, a White 
House spokesman said today. 
Nixon has until Thursday to reply 
to 
the 
subpoena 
from 
the 
impeachment panel. 
Gerald L. Warren, deputy press 
secretary, indicated to reporters 
that Nixon has been devoting the 
major portion of his time over the 
past several days to reaching a 
decision 
on 
what 
tapes 
or 
transcripts he will turn over to the 
committee. 
“ The 
President 
told 
me 
no 
decisions have been made in terms 
of the content or form of the reply,” 
Warren said. 
Warren said he did not expect an 
answer to be forthcoming today. 
There has been speculation, aided 
by 
Nixon’s 
top 
advisers, 
that 
verbatim transcripts but not the 
actual tapes will be turned over to 
the committee In response to a 
question, Warren declined to say 
whether the President believed 
transcripts 
would 
satisfy 
the 
committee. 
“ No decisions have been made on 
this entire matter,” said Warren. 
He said Nixon, on his return from 
a weekend at Camp David, met 
Sunday afternoon with his chief 
Watergate lawyer, James D. St. 
Clair, and the White House counsel, 
J. Fred Buzhardt, “ to give them his 
thoughts on the manner in which he 
will respond to the impeachment 
inquiry.” 


The committee’s subpoena for 
recordings of 42 meetings may be 
unenforceable, since both Congress 
and 
the 
President 
are 
constitutionally equal branches of 
government. 
But now there is 
another subpoena from Special 
Watergate 
Prosecutor 
Leon 
Jaworski, returnable May 2. 


The subpoenas cover the range of 
W atergate 
events, 
many 
overlapping and many applying to 
the critical days in March and April 
of 1973 when the Watergate cover-up 
began 
to 
fail. 
They 
involve 
conversations between Nixon and 
his top aides in the White House and 
Justice Department. 
Sen. Charles H. Percy, R-Ill., 
raised 
the 
possibility 
that 
no 
response, or an inadequate one to 
the two subpoenas might in itself 
prod 
the 
House 
toward 
impeachment. 
“ I continue *to see reluctance, 
dragging of feet, almost what might 
be considered the hindrance of 
justice here, an obstruction of 
justice,” Percy said Sunday in a 
broadcast interview (ABC: “ Issues 
and Answers” ). 
Rep. Peter W. Rodino, DN.J., the 
House Judiciary chairman, told UPI

Supreme Court passes chance 
to rule on racial quotas 


WASHINGTON

Supreme Court sidestepped its first 
chance to rule specifically on racial 
hiring quotas and let stand today a

court ruling

construction jobs are constitutional. 
In a brief order, the Court left in 
effect a decision by the 1st U.S. 
Circuit Court of Appeals upholding a 
quota section in a state contract for 
construction 
at 
Boston 
State 
College. 
Left 
open was 
the 
general 
question of whether specific hiring 
quotas to improve the lot of 
minorities violate the traditional 
concept 
of 
a 
“ color 
blind 
Constitution. 
The contract at Boston State 
College required that 20 per cent of 
the 
man-hours 
involved 
in 


construction in all work categories 
be done by minorities. 
In other actions, the Supreme 
Court: 
—Agreed to consider whether 
President Dwight D. Eisenhower 
acted illegally in directing that a 
soldier convicted of murder, and 
whose death sentence he commuted, 
never be eligible for parole. 
—Refused to overturn a U.S. 
Court of Claims decision giving an 
off-reservation tribe a share of 
timber revenues from the lands of 
the Hoopa Indians in northern 
California. 
Both 
the 
Justice 
Department and other Indians in the 
West had contested the ruling. 
—Agreed to decide whether a 
federal grand court improperly 
invalidated part of New Jersey’s 
new obscenity law before state 
courts had a chance to rule on it.

legislation never have been 
better. 
For the 25 million persons 
without any insurance at all 
and for millions of insured 
persons whose coverage is 
woefully 
inadequate, 
the 
stakes are high. These and 
other shortcomings of the 
present $94.1 billion a year 
health 
care 
financing 
system are acknowledged so 
widely that, whatever their 
differences, the twenty or so 
bills now before Congress 
all call for some change. 
Even the health insurance 
industry, whose role in a 
new system will be a majbr 
issue 
at 
the 
hearings, 
supports legislation setting 
federal 
standards for a 
minimum level of insurance 
benefits. 
“ We feel that the (health 
insurance ) 
business 
has 
demonstrated the capacity 
for full partnership with 
government in a national 
health insurance program,” 
Leslie P. Hemry, president 
of the Health Insurance

said in an April 5 letter to 
each member of Congress. 
The Nixon administration,

“ That is not true,” said special agent Charles Bates 
Sunday night when informed of the report by 
Newsweek Magazine. 
The magazine said the agents posed “ as postmen, 
garbage collectors, delivery men and the like.” The 
ruse allowed the FBI to discover "the neighborhood, 
if not the house, where the gang was hiding.” 
“ We haven’t had men dressed or posing like that,”

Bates said the FBI “ was busy all weekend” 
conducting the search without success.' 
It has been 77 days since Miss Hearst, 20, was 
carried away screaming from her Berkeley, Calif., 
apartment by the terrorist revolutionary group.

Pensacola. Fla. (U P I) — Now 
that the shoe is on the other foot. 
Lee Elder says he doesn’t know if 
he’ll accept the invitation to become 
the Masters’ first black golfer 
Elder, upset in the past because 
no black has had such an invitation, 
earned one Sunday when he won the 
Monsanto Open with a sudden- death 
playoff 
victory 
over 
Peter 
Oosterhuis of England 
Cliff Roberts, chairman of the 
Masters, didn’t waste any time 
“ We are pleased that Mr Elder 
won at Pensacola and we are looking 
forward to seeing him in Augusta 
next spring,” said Roberts, who has 
insisted that the Masters would wel­ 
come its first black “ as soon as he 
earns a place in our tournament 
But Elder, "in ninth heaven’’ after 


gaining his first victory in seven 
years on the PGA tour, wasn’t so 
quick to accept. 
“ I'll 
have 
to 
weigh 
that 
somewhat,” he said “ I'll be happy 
to play the Masters, but I want to 
wait and see There are a lot more 
tournaments in between Right now. 
I ’m happier about the Tournament 
of Champions than the Masters.” 
Elder’s victory Sunday was worth 
$30,045. more than double what he 
had won previously this year, and a 
berth in the T of C which begins 
Thursday at La Costa, Calif. 
Since he’s the first black to win a

If the motion picture The Great 
Gatsby, as many think, fails to 
capture the essence of Fitzgerald’s 
truly great novel, then it’s only 
because of a venerable aspect of 
print media that makes it as 
different an expressive form from 
film as Sir Lawrence Olivier is 
distinct from Robert Redford. 
In print, even the 
poorest writer can 
readily project dif­ 
ferent 
points 
of 
view and, perhaps 
more 
importantly, 
etch 
in 
infinite 
detail what writer- 
j o u r n a l i s t 
Tom 
Wolfe 
calls 
the 
‘‘status life” of a 
character. 
Riches 
beyond 
counting 
await the film pro­ 
ducer who can do 
the same, for none 
so far has. 
Since Gatsby derives almost all of 
its power in print from character 
point of view and status life, and re­ 
verberates its resonant images from 
these, it’s not surprising that the 
film 
version 
emerges 
looking 
formal and stilted, like a collection 
of gorgeous sets and mannequins, to 
use an important Fitzgeralds word 
in the novel, but really without a 
story. 
The status life business works this 
way: say you want to portray in a 
brief character sketch, the fall of a 
once powerful businessman, who is 
now on his uppers but continues to 
make a pathetic attempt to keep up 
a fading self image. In writing, 
there are details about the man 
which would combine to mold this 
picture and trigger in the reader his 
own memory of similar people, 
either in life or in other literature. 
You would, for example, remind the 
reader of the man’s stained, out-of- 
place ascot, of the dents in the 
Cadillac he persists in driving, of 
the m an’s two-day stubble, his 
memories of the flusher years, 
perhaps 
the 
alcoholic 
veins 
mapping his eyes and the pain in his 
mouth from decayed teeth he can no 
longer afford to repair. 
All of these conspire to paint 
status life: where the character is 
with regards to himself and the 
world as betrayed by the way he 
looks, feels and acts. 
To achieve a sense of this, the 
writer will subtly highlight the 


significant 
particulars, 
perhaps 
reaching back into the character’s 
own memory for a while and also 
describing his thoughts, his pains his 
outlook. 
But the movie doesn’t exist that 
can either get into a character’s 
skin (i.e. shift point of view) or 
paint status life nearly as well as 
print. To portray the failed tycoon, 
for example, a director would have 
to dress the actor in the stained 
ascot, make his eyes look bloodshot 
and give him a dented Cadillac and a 
two-day stubble. These particulars 
would be visible, of course, but, 
without the director’s help, the 
audience has no way in interpreting 
them and could well even not notice 
them. 
To call attention to and explain 
the things about a film character 
that etch in his soul, a director 
either has to have a voice narrating 
like a tour guide what the viewer 
himself 
is seeing, 
which 
is 
inadequate and quickly becomes 
heavy-handed, or he must have 
another character point out the tell­ 
tale details by SAYING something. 
A second character, say, could be 
directed to 
approach the fallen 
tycoon and say, ‘‘Pardon me, but I 
see from the stain on your out-of­ 
place ascot, your two-day stubble, 
bloodshot eyes and dented Cadillac 
that you’re probably 
a tycoon 
unwillingly on the way down.” This, 
of 
course, is 
like 
trimming 
fingernails with a pair of hedge 
shears and you can’t keep it up and 
still hope to charge admission. 
As difficult as this is for film, 
portrayal of our sample character’s 
golden memories and his toothaches 
are even 
more difficult. Good 
producers compensate artfully for 
this frailty of film and stress the 
medium’s superiority in portraying 
dialogue and purely visual action. 
But The Great Gatsby isn’t a 
western. And what we seem to have 
is a director swamped by inner 
character 
nuances 
and 
tell-tale 
particulars which he can only hope 
to communicate and stress by 
making the attire too gaudy, Mia 
Farrow too much of a porcelain doll, 
Gatsby’s house more like a wedding 
cake than a mansion and Gatsby 
himself more like a blond android 
than a real human being who, as 
Fitzgerald had no trouble saying, 
“ sprang 
from 
his 
platonic 
conception of himself” and tried as 
we all do for the precious green light 
at the end of the pier. 
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
